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Dallas 
rocked by 
cage fight 
report

DALLAS Workers at a high school staged 
cage fights among troubled students, 
making them settle their differences 
with bare-knuckled brawls in a steel 
utility cage inside a boys locker room, 
school district documents show 

The principal and other employ- 
ees at South Oak Cliff High “knew of 
the practice, allowed it to go on for a 
time, and failed to report it,” accord- 
ing to a 2008 report from the Dallas 
school district’s Office of Professional 
Responsibility The documents were 
obtained by The Dallas Morning News 
for a story in its Thursday editions. 

The report describes two instances of 
cage fighting between 2003 and 2005. 

Dallas schools Superintendent Michael 
Hinojosa confirmed there were “some 
things that happened inside of a cage” 
and called the fights “unacceptable.” 

No criminal charged have been filed 
in the case. 

Former Principal Donald Moten 
denied the allegations, saying he had 
nothing to comment on because the 
fights never happened. 

“That’s barbaric. You can’t do that 
at a high school. You can’t do that any- 
where,” said Moten, who resigned in 
2008. ‘Ain’t nothing to comment on. It 
never did happen. I never put a stop to 
anything because it never happened.” 

But a middle school counselor who 
was fired from the high school and 
has filed a whistle-blower lawsuit said 
Moten and members of the school’s 
security staff encouraged the fights. 

“It was gladiator-style entertainment 
for the staff,” said former South Oak 
Cliff employee Frank Hammond.

Simple fall, tragic ending 


Richardson’s death 
shows caution must be 
taken with head injuries

At first, Natasha Richardson felt fine after 
she took a spill on a Canadian ski slope. But 
that’s not unusual for people who suffer trau- 
matic head injuries like the one that killed the 
actress. 

Doctors say sometimes patients with brain 
injuries have what’s called a “lucid interval” 
where they act fine for an hour or more as the 
brain slowly, silently swells or bleeds. Later, 
back at her hotel, Richardson became ill, com- 
plained of a headache, and was taken to a hos- 
pital. She died Wednesday in New Tbrk. 

An autopsy Thursday showed that the 45- 
year-old actress suffered a blow to the head, 
which caused bleeding between the skull and 
the brain’s covering, called an epidural hema- 
toma. It’s a type of injury often caused by a 
skull fracture. 

Because of that lucid interval, doctors always 
tell patients who seem OK after a brain injury 
to have someone keep a close eye on them, in 
case symptoms emerge. 


Symptoms— headache; loss of conscious- 
ness; vomiting; problems seeing, speaking or 
moving; confusion; drainage of a clear fluid 
from the nose or mouth— appear after enough 
pressure builds in the skull. By then it’s an 
emergency 

“Once you have more swelling, it causes 
more trauma which causes more swelling,” 
said Dr. Edward Aulisi, neurosurgery chief at 
Washington Hospital Center in the nation’s 
capital. “It’s a vicious cycle because everything’s 
inside a closed space.” 

A CT scan can detect bleeding, bruising or 
the beginning of swelling after an injury The 
challenge is for patients to know whether to 
seek one. 

“If there’s any question in your mind whatso- 
ever, you get a head CT,” Aulisi advised. “It’s the 
best 20 seconds you ever spent in your life.” 

Details of Richardson’s treatment have not 
been disclosed. 

News of Richardson’s death also renewed 
debate over whether helmets should be man- 
datory for snowboarders and downhill skiers, 
though it’s unclear whether a helmet could 
have saved her. 

The National Ski Areas Association is not 
aware of any states that mandate helmets.

Meters become a big 
pain, and it’s giving 
Chicagoans a headache

Chicago’s abrupt transfer of parking meters 
to a private company has drivers and business 
owners angry about erroneous overcharges 
and confusing enforcement rules. 

The problems come on top of a fourfold 
increase in rates at meters this year that has 
sent motorists searching for quarters in seat 
cushions and merchants complaining that the 
new on-street parking regulations have hurt 
their business. 

During spot checks around the city the 
Tribune found: 

» Outdated fee and violation-enforcement 
information posted on many meters since the 
city switched from six parking zones to three. 

» Meters that, regardless of what the stickers 
indicate, charge the wrong hourly rates for the 
zone in which they are located, increasing the 
chance of vehicles being ticketed. For example. 


I QUARTER LOVE 

I The increase in parking-meter rates this year 
I means it takes eight quarters to park for 
I two hours in city neighborhoods, 28 quarters 
I to park for two hours in the Loop and 
I 16 quarters in the central business district. 

in the i8oo block of North Clybourn Avenue, 
an area where 25 cents is supposed to buy 
15 minutes of parking time, meter No. 279089 
provides only seven minutes for a quarter. A 
black marker was used to cover up the “15” on 
the meter’s rate sticker with “7.” 

» A surge in broken meters, many over- 
stuffed with coins. 

» Stepped-up writing of tickets for parking- 
meter violations. 

“I put in a quarter and another quarter and 
nothing happened, so Fm putting in one more 
quarter before giving up,” Sally Johnson, a 
Rogers Park resident, said as she tried to feed a 
meter recently on Wells Street downtown. The 
meter is in the Loop, where the new hourly 
rate is $3.50. But the sticker gives the rate as 
the old one of $i for two hours. 


Officials acknowledge that the number of 
calls from the public about parking-meter 
problems has increased since the Daley 
administration and Chicago Parking Meters 
LLC completed a sale of the city’s approxi- 
mately 36,000 meters Feb. 13. The companies 
declined to provide a summary of the calls they 
have received. “We haven’t yet broken out what 
we consider a complaint or other communica- 
tions,” said Carissa Ramirez, a spokeswoman 
for Chicago Parking Meters. 

But the company hopes to get a grip on the 
snafus soon, Ramirez said, adding, “We antici- 
pate this transition period to be completed by 
April 10.” 

Chicago Parking Meters has six months to 
introduce cashless payment options, including 
credit cards, so that people don’t have to carry 
around bundles of quarters. 

Meanwhile, the number of malfunctioning 
meters— identified by “FAIL’ in the digital 
window— appears to be increasing since on- 
street parking was outsourced. 

At a meter at Wells and Hubbard Streets, 
where the hourly parking rate is $3.50, the 
mismarked decal on the meter gives the rate as 


30 minutes for each quarter. But that’s no bar- 
gain because inserting quarters into the coin 
slot doesn’t result in any time being credited, 
as the clock remains at “0:00.” 

Motorists should be able to park without 
being ticketed at a meter that says “FAIL,” 
according to city officials. 

“It’s important for motorists to call in mal- 
functioning meters to 744-PARK or 311,” 
Walsh said. “This can be used later as a defense 
to an issued ticket, if need be.” 

LAZ Parking also lists a phone number on 
the meters that have updated stickers, 877- 
242-7901. 

Outdated information on some meter stick- 
ers makes drivers vulnerable to receiving tick- 
ets. The old stickers still in place erroneously 
say that meters must be fed only on weekdays; 
the new policy is that meter rates apply seven 
days a week and for more hours each day 

“Some meters say you got to pay until 
9 p.m., and others say until 6 p.m,” said a city 
Revenue Department parking meter atten- 
dant who was making his rounds this week. 
“I’ll tell you one thing: To be fair to drivers, I 
don’t write no tickets after 6 p.m.”

Wrigley raises the bar 


Wrigleyville took stock Thursday of a new, 
year-round sports bar that will spill out of 
Wrigley Field and be open by the Cubs’ first 
home game April 13. 

Without much fanfare, indoor renova- 
tions have been completed at what had been 
the Friendly Confines Cafe inside the ball- 
park. The new sports bar, to be run by Harry 
Cara/s, will include that indoor space as 
well as a 7,0 00 -square-foot patio featuring a 
2,600 -square-foot pavilion. 

The year-round facility near the cobble- 
stoned corner of Sheffield Avenue and 
Addison Street will increase commerce in 
a neighborhood already contending with 
81 Cubs home games, playoffs the last two 
seasons, three evening summer concerts in 
a single week this summer, a proposed hotel 


complex across the street and even a hockey 
game last January 

“The congestion,” exclaimed Wrigleyville 
resident Kurt Govertsen as he stood across 
the street and watched construction. “My gut 
reaction was, ‘God, it’s one more thing.’” 

The Cubs did not make a sketch of the 
project available Thursday, saying a formal 
announcement is likely next week. 

Restaurant managers and the Cubs say the 
facility will be open to the public without a 
ticket. The Harry Caray statue will stand 
outside the patio area. 

The sports bar’s patio will run along a 
quarter of the block on Addison, enclosing 
a pair of trees behind planters and aluminum 
railing reminiscent of bleachers. The pavil- 
ion will have heaters and removable window 


walls for cold and rainy days and ceiling fans 
for scorchers. 

The upgrade is expected to bring a new 
excitement to that area of the ballpark. 

“It was a sleepy place, and I don’t think it 
will be a sleepy place moving forward,” said 
Aid. Thomas Tunney (44th). “It will be larger, 
and it will be classier and it will probably be 
used more than the Friendly Confines was 
used.” 

The project’s quick pace— two months 
from permit application to projected com- 
pletion-stunned even Wrigley Field insid- 
ers. 

“It surprised us all,” said John Vinci, a fre- 
quent consultant on Wrigley renovations. 

“We had no inkling something like this was 
going on.”

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Prostitution 
arrests jump 
4.5 percent

One profession that seems to be recession-proof: Prostitution, 

Prostitution-related arrests were up 4,5 percent in the first two months of the year, accord- 
ing to Chicago police. 

In January and February, police made 584 arrests, up from 559 arrests during the same 
time period last year, Sgt, Antoinette Ursitti said. 

Prostitution in the Chicago area got a lot of attention earlier this month when Cook 
County SheriffTom Dart sued Craigslist because he said the site's “erotic services” section 
knowingly facilitates prostitution, 

Steve Patterson, a spokesman for Dart, said the Sheriffs Office has seen heavy prostitu- 
tion activity in the Midway/Cicero area and near O'Hare, 

A majority of the prostitution-related arrests by the 
Sheriff's Office occur in hotels and not on the streets 
because the encounters stem from Craigslist ads, Patterson 
said. 

After a woman is arrested and charged with prostitution, 
the Sheriff's Office tries to help steer her to rehabilitation 
services under a new program to help crack down on pros- 
titution activity Patterson said the office employs three 
former prostitutes to help with the intervention, 

“That is ultimately the key: breaking the cycle,” 

Patterson said, “It's not to be busting girls walking 
the street corners and naively thinking it's going 
to go away Let's make some arrests and try to 

get them some help and try to turn some lives around and get at the people 
behind it,” 

In a two-year study of Chicago prostitution released last year. University 
of Chicago economics professor Steven Levitt and Columbia University 
sociology professor SudhirVenkatesh determined there are 4,400 pros- 
titutes active on Chicago streets on an average week, and they earn 
between $25 and $30 an hour. 

The prostitutes Levitt and Venkatesh studied were officially 
arrested only once per every 450 sex acts, they reported. 
The study which paid special attention to the neighbor- 
hoods of Pullman and Roseland, estimated almost half of 
the prostitution arrests by Chicago police occur on less 
than I percent of city blocks. 

When mapped, there are 263 locations for prostitution- 
related arrests in Chicago in January and February,

A day in the life of 
ferocious foursome 

Chicago Tribune 

The Mannequin Men, a pri- 
mal quartet that got together 
in 2003, have a hard-won 
reputation as a ferocious 
live act. With that in mind, 
we spoke to singer/guitar- 
ist Kevin Richard about the 
group’s concert routine, from 
the morning-of preparations 
to the post-show comedown.

12 hours before showtime 

Pre-concert preparation is contingent on 
the show’s location. When performing 
locally, the band members go to work as 
usual, putting off any musical concerns 
until showtime draws near. But, when 
hitting the road, they stow away 
instruments and gas up the van. 

3-4 hours before showtime 

The timing of sound check varies by 
venue, but the Mannequin Men typically 
use the time to work through a couple of 
songs that they actually plan on playing. 
“You do a song that you know will benefit 
you, rather than pulling out some funny 
cover to try and impress the sound guy,” 
Richard says. “That said, the guys hate 
it when I play ‘Sweet Home Alabama,’ 
because I only know the opening riff. 
Every time I plug in my guitar, that’s the 
first thing I play.” 

1-3 hours before showtime 

With time to kill before the gig, the band 
members usually will hang out in the 
club. “We’ll kick back and use up all our 
drink tickets,” Richard says. “If there’s a 
hockey game on, we’ll walk and try to 
find somewhere to watch it.” So, they’re 
all big Blackhawks fans? “Oh yeah. 
Raging.” 


5-10 minutes before showtime 


This is when the band throws together the evening’s 
set list, putting particular emphasis on the opening 
and closing songs. And what does the band look for 
in its opener? “You want to do something that’s going 
to get you ready to play. It’s not the time to break 
out something mellow.” And the closer? “We tend to 
get a little more sentimental. Going out with a bang 
doesn’t work for us. It’s the cool-down. It’s like a good 
workout.” 

Showtime

Despite the fact the band has been playing live for 
more than six years, Richard still keeps his eyes closed 
onstage (“I get all nervous with people looking at me”). 
And, frequently, those are the only thoughts going 
through his head. “You’re not thinking about anything 
[onstage] really,” Richard says. “It does help to know 
that even if everyone in the room hates you, there 
are still three people getting in the van with you 
afterwards that are going to be nice to you.” 


Post-concert 

Depending on the night, there might be more 
alcohol to consume (weeknight shows, though 
rare, call for moderation). Then, of course, there 
are fans to meet and greet. “I’m notorious for 
asking everyone in the crowd how the show was. I 
can’t stop myself from doing it, and I wish I could,” 
Richard says. “Everyone I go up to I’m thinking, 
‘Don’t ask how the show was. Don’t ask how the 
show was.’ ‘Hey, how was the show?’ Gah!”

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Blunt 
keeps 
it clean

Emily Blunt is British to the core, London- 
born, a veteran of the West End stage and 
many a BBC TV production. 

But in spite of breakout work in her native 
accent in films such as “The Devil Wears 
Prada,” Blunt is finding her greatest fame 
on the big screen in playing Americans. In 
“Charlie Wilson’s War,” “The Jane Austen 
Book Club” and the new film “Sunshine 
Cleaning,” Blunt leaves her Britishness at 
home and becomes as American as the best 
of us. 

“If you’re in America a lot, it’s easy to get 
into playing American,” she says. ‘All of it, the 
sounds, the energies, all very different. 

“But it’s really hard to do the accent. I tend 
to try and stay in it all day, which is the only 
way I can manage it. Tonally, the stresses you 
people put on different parts of words, it’s 
worlds apart from what I grew up with.” 

Blunt, 26, says it’s not just the voice she has 
to change. 

‘Americans are a lot more open, of course,” 
Blunt says. “There’s something more declam- 
atory in the way you express emotions. It’s a 
stereotype but it’s true. British people can 
appear repressed in expressing emotions. Not 
very good at self-evaluating or affirming situa- 
tions, touching, anything like that.” 

Eor “Sunshine Cleaning,” opening Eriday 
Blunt used every bit of American she could 
summon up. She and Amy Adams play sis- 
ters, members of the working poor who find 
a niche in cleaning up crime scenes. Blunt’s 
Norah may be the most damaged character 
the actress has ever played— angry, confused 
and flat broke. 

“She’s kooky and left-of-center and compli- 
cated and vulnerable and not like me at all,” 
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Amy Adams (left) and 
Emily Blunt 
play sisters in 
“Sunshine 
Cleaning.” 


Blunt says of Norah. ‘All of the charac- 
ters in this movie are yearning for more, 
in some way, than the trench that life 
has plopped them in. The script is so 
quirky and original, the idea of having 
them clean up after violent deaths as a 
way of coming to grips with the death 
of their mother. Heartwarming.” 

Blunt’s 2009 already has been event- 
ful. She was courted to play the Russian 
villain Black Widow in the much-hyped 
“Iron Man” sequel but had to give up 
the part when Eox leaned on her to 
co-star with Jack Black in a film of 
“Gulliver’s Travels.” 

Blunt’s upcoming role as the title 


character in “The Tbung Victoria” may 
make her reputation. It may be hard 
to think of Queen Victoria as anyone 
other than the grim-faced matriarch 
presiding over England’s Imperial glory 
dressed in black, with a hint of a mus- 
tache on her stiff upper lip. 

“Nooo, I had mine waxed off for this 
one!” Blunt laughs. “I think what I’m 
most excited about are people’s per- 
ceptions changing about her by seeing 
her as a rebellious young girl who is in 
love and in a job in which she’s in way 
over her head. I think that will make 
her someone a lot of people can iden- 
tify with.”
